John. Off this coast 
last night a terrific southeast snow¬ 
storm raged. It caught the Mount 
Temple at its height, when at 3 o’clock 
this morning the C. P. R. liner was 
off the La Have river, about 60 miles 
west of this point. The snow was so 
thick that It was Impossible to see a 
half length ahead. Capt. Boothby, who 
fc’as In command of the Mount Temple, 
made the land at Klngsberg, two miles 
west of Ironbound island. He did not 
know just where he was, but he saw 
lhat he had no business there, as he 
knew he must be many miles off his 
tours*. At once the ship was turned. 
The blinding snow becoming yet thick¬ 
er as the Mount Temple got round, she 
struck again and remained hard and 
fast. As the steamship grounded a 
tremendous sea washed over her decks, 

E mashing the boats and ieaving only 
alf of them fit for service. But no boat 
tould have lived in that sea anyway. 
Agony of Suspense. 

Guns were fired and rockets dis¬ 
charged In the hope of attracting at¬ 
tention and getting succor from tbe 
shore. They were heard on the land, 
nut nothing could be done either 
ashore or on board, and the long wait 
began till daylight. Then the pre¬ 
cipitous banks of land were seen not 
more than 75 feet away.

Halifax, Dec. 2.—That It is not a crim- 
I Inal offence for Chinamen to enter Can¬ 
ada and that the most the government 
ran do Is to sue them for the head tax 
of $r>00, Was th** decision handed down 
by the Nova Scotia Supreme Court on 
.Saturday In the ease of seventeen 
Chinamen arrested at Sydney some 
months ago after they had been smug¬ 
gled In from Newfoundland. 

Should this decision -be sustained by 
| tho Supreme Court of Canada and no 
• hanges be made In the Chinese Ex¬ 
clusion Act. It means that In the future 
Cnlnamen can enter Canada and not 
pay the head tax without being Im¬ 
prisoned. and while the government can 
sue them for the head tax, the China¬ 
men cannot be arrested pending the 
tWal of the suit. 

Several months ago these Chinamen 
were smuggled into Cap? Breton. They 
were arrested and charged with smug¬ 
gling themselves Into Canady, but were 
released under the habeas corpus pro¬ 
ceedings. They Were Immediately re- | 
arrested charged with entering Canada j 
without paying'the head tax and were 
fined 3100. and sentenced to six months | 
in Jail by Judge McKenzie of the coun¬ 
ty court at Sydney.

The wealth of Mexico Is varied. The 
country Is the greatest sliver producer 
In tht world, and has many mines that 
have been working since times hfstortc. 
Many mure mines had been tilled In and 
lost through I he poverty and revolu¬ 
tions of tile old days. At the present 
the exports of silver, gold, antimony, 
copper and quick-silver, constituted a 
great pari of Mexico's wealth. Mex¬ 
ico’s agriculture was n subject that 
should interest everybody, for in the 
republic they grow "everything under 
the sun.” "If I am asked how much 
flour can Winnipeg send to Mexico, or 
bow much wheat. I must reply, 'none 
at all’,” said the speaker. Mexico can 
grow and gtlnd sufficient wheat for her 
own purposes and. if there does happen 
to be a shortage in any reason, the geo- 
#raphlc&: situation of the United States 
precludes tbfe possibility of Canada be¬ 
ing looked to as a source of supply.” 

Dealing with the general topography 
of Mexico and especially the western 
part. Mr. Doniy said that British Col¬ 
umbia was most vitally Interested In 
that part of the republic lying between 
the Pacific ocean and the Sierra Madre 
range. The tango of mountains lie re¬ 
ferred to ran from north to south at a 
distance ranging from twenty-five to 
one hundred miles from the ocean, and 
th.* Country at ilx feet was"only sparsely 
populated Owing to this fart British 
Columbia might not. at the outset, find 
It possible to work up as big a trade 
as some people would look forward to. 
Transportation was a difficulty In 
western Mexico, for, although the re¬ 
public had 12.000 miles of railways, very 
little' of this distance was westward of 
the Sierra Madres. The government 
control of the majority of these rail¬ 
ways was, said the speaker, proving 
very successful. 

"The relations of British Columbia 
and western Mexico Is that of one 
sparsely populated country, rich In na¬ 
tural resources, to another similarly 
endowed. British Columbia has many 
things to offer to Mexico and vice 
versa,” said Mr. Donly. The day was 
not far distant when capital would de¬ 
velop the rich district in the western 
part of the republic. 

”The difference betwepn the two 
places is that in British Columbia you 
have a shortage of labor and In Mexico 
a shortage of capital.” waa another re¬ 
mark made by tin speaker. 

”1 don’t want my words to be taken 
as having political significance.” Mr. 
Donly continued, “but It in no use labor 
unions saying to the-people of British 
Columbia that they don’t want Asiatic 
cheap labor here. If the White man re¬ 
fuses to do menial work we must get 
someone who will do It. In Mexico we 
rejoice In the fact that there Is a large 
peon population ready to do such work 
cheaply.” 

Dealing with the ports of the west 
coast. Mr. Donly said that the Southern 
Pacific railway was extending Its line 
from Ouaymas to a point below Macal¬ 
lan. the next port to the south of Ouay- 
niaa. From the point mentioned the 
raiway would turn Inland, and, In two 
years' time Quayinas would be In dally 
eommunlcation with Innumerable mar¬ 
kets not at present accessible by rail¬ 
road. This would greatly Increase the 
market for British Columbia goods

Buffalo, N. Y„ Dec. !.-The Pullman 
Company's big paint shop here was burn¬ 
ed to the ground in less than an hour to¬ 
night. Twer ty-onf Pullman cars were 
destroyed. The total loss will bo about 
$400,000. 

The shop was a brick building, 400 feet 
long, and had a capacity for 27 ears, In 
it were stored large quantities of paints 
and oils, which made a 'fierce fire. Ad¬ 
joining buildings were saved by the hard 
work of the firemen, although they 
caught Are several times. 

The flames are supposed to have started 
Trom an electric wire in that part of the 
building known as Stall Number 7®. 
About 260 men are thrown out of work. 
The cars burned were practically new.

Its people, and its customs, as one of 
the main ^foundations for successful 
trade relations, and In unmistakable 
language, expressed optimism In regard 
to the recent opening of commercial 
Intercourse between. British Columbia 
and the country in which he resides. 

The address was given In the board 
of trade rooms, Mr. Donly being intro¬ 
duced by President Pauline, who, In a 
few words, explained the trade agent’s 
mission. 

Mr. Donly *»ald that he would open 
his remarks by some general references 
to Mexico. He had found, during his 
present sojourn in Canada, that the 
prevalent Idea of Mexico as -a country 
and as a Nation waa a very hazy one. 
especially In respect to its commerce 
and financial standing. He reminded 
his hearers that the population of the 
republic was twice that of Canada, be¬ 
ing somewhere in the neighborhood of 
13.000.000. and Hint, of this number, 75 
per ceht of the people of Mexico were 
of the peasant, or “peon” class. 'These 
peasants work for small wages, cannot 
afford to pay for foreign commodities 
either in the way of food or clothing. 
This left only one-quarter of the total 
population to be classed as buyem'Tfom 
the standpoint of foreigners. 

The fiscal year. Just passed, was a 
good Illustration of the amount of for¬ 
eign trade that- was done with that 
buying class, as. In that time, the total 
foreign trade of the republic was $300,- 
000 , 000 . which was equivalent to half 
Canada's total foreign trade for the 
same period. When the fact was taken 
Into consideration that this foreign 
trade has been with only 3.000,000 of the 
people In Mexico it was really seen that 
the trade" was easily equal, per capita, 
to that of the Dominion. 

Mexicans were not the spenders that 
Canadians were, but they did not suffer 
a great deal by comparison, although 
Canadians were, the speaker asserted, 
the greatest spenders of all nations. 
Mexico was much more dependent upon 
foreign commerce than the Dominion, 
os there was always a vast local pro-| 
duction in Canada to supply almost all 
the needs of the people. 

Turning to ike -status of trade In 
Mexico. Mr. Donly said that the United 
States had superseded England as the 
chief factor, and now controlled 70 per 
cent, of the Mexican foreign trade. 
During the last thirty years England 
had sunk from the first place to the 
third place, giving way. in turn, to the 
States and to Germany, and this fact 
forced him. when coupled with the re¬ 
sults of observation in regard to other 
parts of the world, to the conclusion 
that England was not making the effort 
to maintain her commercial supremacy 
that she had made to obtain II. Tme 
reason why the United States had ob¬ 
tained the business In Mexico was that 
her business men were aggressive. They 
went after the trade and go! it by 
persistent effort along all lines. 

’’There Is an idea prevalent among 
many people who know little of Mex¬ 
ico.” said Mr. Donly. In turning to the 
social and general conditions of the re¬ 
public, “that I have my tfbode among 
a race of uncivilized people. That may 
be true to some extent. We have a 
majority of peasants in Mexico. You 
have Indians here, and your great trou¬ 
ble is that there are not enough to do 
the work for you. To do the work that 
you, the white men. do not want to do.” 

After remarking on the age of civili¬ 
zation in Mexico, Mr. Donly aald that 
the H 25 per cent, of the population with 
which foreigners had business to trans¬ 
act were refined and cultured people, 
who. besides possessing inherent polite¬ 
ness, were capable linguists, often able 
to talk In five or six languages, which 
they learned thoroughly without going 
outside the borders of their own coun¬ 
try. While dealing with the language 
of the Mexican people. Mr. Donly said 
that, while it was not absolutely neces¬ 
sary for one to have a knowledge of the 
language to transact business with 
Mexico. It waa very desirable, and he 
thought that Spanish should he placed 
In the curriculum of every school In 
the Dominion In view of its general 
prevalence In South America and

Michigan Bank Closes Us Doors- 
Holds Large Amount of 
State Funds. 


Detroit, Mich.. Dec. 2.—In order to 
avoid a threatened run on the bank to¬ 
morrow, and to afford all depositors 
and creditors an equal chance in the 
settlement of the bank’s affairs. State 
Commissioner Zimmerman to-day an¬ 
nounced that the Chelsea savings 
bank would not open for business to¬ 
morrow. The president of the bank is 
State Treasurer Frank H. Glazier, who 
lias deposited in the bank approxi¬ 
mately $864,000 of the funds of the state 
of Michigan. 

Attorney General Bird said to-night 
that the state is protected by the state 
treasurers bond of $150,000 and the 
bank’s bond of $ 200,000 so that the state 
would not suffer any loss unless the 
assets of the bank should fall to pay 
fifty cents on the dollar, Which Is coiv- 
sidered altogether Improbable. 

The announcement that the bank will 
not open came at the close of a con¬ 
ference here late to-day between Gov¬ 
ernor Warner. Banking Commissioner 
Zimmerman. Attorney General Bird 
ftnd representatives of Detroit banking 
concerns. The bank is capitalized at 
$ 100,000 and lias a surplus of about 
$ 100 , 000 .

Another sug¬ 
gestion: Let the city acquire a rock 
quarry and gravel bank aa near to town 
as possible, use their own electric rail¬ 
road (temporary) and dump cars, put a 
foot or eighteen Inches of ballast on 
the streets and get the mud to grade, 
and then they will »ve work done that 
will last. The present council could put 
thousands of yards of gravel and filling 
in James Bay flats for the C. P. R.; 
why not put a few thousands on the 
streets?

London. Dec. 2.—Noah Brusso. coin* 
monly known as Tommy Burns, of 
Canada, knocked out Gunner Moir, of 
England. Ip the tenth round of their 
bout for the world’s heavyweight 
championship before the National 
Sporting Club here to-night. English¬ 
men had great hopes of the ability of 
their representative to regain their 
lost honors in the boxing Hrena. and in 
a somewhat unexcitine contest tho 
Canadian champion had n compara¬ 
tively easy timt- ill disposing of Moir’s 
pretentions and securing for himself 
the title of heavyweight champion of 
the world. 

After the fifth round Burns’ victory 
was certain and in the tenth round 
when the Gunner failed to rise to the 
call of time and was literally cut to 
pieces, Burns left the ring with scarce¬ 
ly a mark. Moir owes his right to par¬ 
ticipate In championship matches more 
to Influence than to merit and his de¬ 
feat therefore was not a matter of 
general surprise. Burns proved him¬ 
self superior in every detail. He dis¬ 
played greater science and InflMtely 
better generalship, and his blows were 
delivered with much more power than 
were those of the Englishman. Tt was 
qn easy victory for the Canadian, and I 
from the very outset almost a foregone 
conclusion. 

The contest aroused a greater 
amount of excitement and enthusiasm 
than any fight decided at the National 
Sporting Club since Slavln’s defeat at 
the hands of Peter Jackson. Burns 
entered the ring the favorite at odds 
of 7 to 4. which would probably have 
been still larger but for the fact that 
two titled backers of Moir covered the 
Burns money for a large amount on 
the chance of a big winning In addi¬ 
tion to the stake money. 

Except for the difference In freight 1 
and Molr’s advantage of two inches In 
height, the men were evenly matched, 
and in perfect form. In the ring Burns’ 1 
crouching attitude appeared to place 
him at still greater disadvantage * In 
height with Moir. who assumed a fair¬ 
ly set pose, with his arms widely ex¬ 
tended. somewhat like a wrestler and 
showing no guard. 

The Work In the first round was 
mostly at long range, the fighters spar¬ 
ring warily. Finally Burns landed two 
heavy blows on .the Gunner’s neck and 
ear, the second sending him staggering 
to the ropes, while tlje Canadian, him- 
Mdf. gscaped without punishment, 
avoiding Moir’s rushes cleverly. 

The pace increased in the second 
round, the men getting into close quar¬ 
ters, whore Bums showed his super-

Gathering at Nanaimo Paiis Resolu¬ 
tion of Confidence in Member- 
Addressed by Parly Organ zer 


I The most successful political smoker 
• In the history of the city was the one 
held Saturday night in the Free Press 
hall under the auspices of the Libera! 
Labor party, says the Nanaimo Herald, 
when every available seat in the large 
hall was occupied by frienda of the 
party, who gathered in order to meet 
the Liberal organiser for the province. 
Chanes J. Macintosh, and have a good 
social time. 

During the course of the evening. C. 
H. Barker, In an appropriate speech, 
moved the following resolution, which 
was carried amid loud applause; 

“Whereas, the electoral district of 
Nanaimo has been for a number of 
years represented in the Dominion 
House of Commons by Ralph Smith, 
E*q.. the city of Nanaimo; 

“And whereas, it Is the opinion of 
those present at this meeting that Mr. 
Smith has displayed great energy and 
ability In promoting the welfare of the 
Dominion and especially of this con¬ 
stituency; 

“Therefore, be it resolved by those 
present at this meeting, that thqy have 
great pleasure in expressing their con¬ 
fidence in. und respect for Mr. Smith, 
both personally and as their represent- 
| atlve In the Dominion House of Com¬ 
mons, on account of the energy, ability 
and Integrity he has displayed at all 
[ times In the performance of his duties 
as a member Qf that body, and Ihelr 
wish that Mr. Smith may long continue 
to be the representative of this con- 
t stituency.” 

I Geo. Johnson was the chairman for 
| the evening and the manner in which 
he carried out the duties of the position 
called for a hearty vote of thanks. 

The programme ojrened with a piano¬ 
forte solo by Mr. SaviUe, followed by 
a male chorus, rendering in an able 
manner “The Man of Harlech.” 

Solos by Messrs. W. A. Letcher and 
Albert, Bradshaw, a-duet by Messrs. 
W. O. Jones and Dan Jones, and a 
quartette entitled “The Soldier's Fare¬ 
well," completed the first part of the 
programme when the chairman called 
upon Mr. Macintosh to address the 
meeting. 

The Liberal organizer did not lose any 
time on formalities, but launched right 
Into his subject and gave a brief resume 
of the labor legislation enacted by the 
Liberal government during the past few 
years.

Routine business at last night'a sit¬ 
ting of the city council was disposed of 
With very little discussion by the mem¬ 
bers of the board. 

Communications were read from the 
premier and the chief commissioner of 
lands and works acknowledging the re¬ 
ceipts of a resolution relative to the 
Saanich Inlet road. 

These were filed. 

Hon. J. 8. Heljmkep wrote complain¬ 
ing of the MU fo- botnavarding on Hey- 
wpod avenue. It wag as follows: 

A few days ago the undersigned re¬ 
ceived the enclosed hstqnlshlm; bill; as¬ 
tonishing. In that It demands payment 
within one month under the’ inapplicable 
Municipal Clauses Act and Streets By- 
Law. thus coming into dire conflict, with 
the following semi-ofllclally conceived 
petition: 

"We. the undersigned owners of real 
property oi. Heywood avenue, Beacop 
Ilill‘park, Victoria, abutting on the road 
or drive of the said park, do hereby sever¬ 
ally promise and agree with the corpora¬ 
tion of the city of Victoria- that in con¬ 
sideration of the said con>oraUon con¬ 
structing -n permanent sidewalk of a t 
Width of live- feet and curbing and gutter¬ 
ing (If so decided by the council) we will 
taeh of us pay to the said corporation 
within thrpo months of the completion of 
the work our due proportion pf two-third* 
of the actual cost of the works done as 
may be found by the city engineer to be 
the proportion of each of us. ha>ing re¬ 
gard to the frontage of the real property 
of each of us on the said sidewalk. And 
we ugree to pay interest at six per- cent, 
per annum as from the date of payment 
aforesaid, and that our said real property^ 
shall stand c.lmrged wlLh.the indebtedness . 
hereby created until Anally paid.’* 

This agreement-petition or petition- 
agreement. wns really and intentionally 
of a mutually friendly character. It gives 
I ample security for the payment of-the 
cost of the sidewalk, curbing and gutter- 
In*. , 

! It is well known that the Municipal 
Clauses Act and the Streets By-Law 
I have no power over Victoria park, and 
■ further that the corporation' cannot en- ( 
! dow them with that power: and still fur¬ 
ther the corporation cannot specially tax | 
those living on the borders of Victoria j 
park for work done or to be done therein. 

Heywood avenue being undoubtedly a 
rortlon of Victoria park, payment for *he 
1 ridcwalk cannot be collected or demanded 
either by the Municipal Clauses Act or 
I Streets By-Law. To pay the bill under 
| such a demand would form a precedent 
frightfully dangerous alike to the welfare 
} of the park as the pubttrr 
| When considering this subjeatp may I 
courteously ask your honorable body to 
read a petition forwarded to you by the 
J undersigned on April 29th. 1907, relating to 
j *i case very similar to th'J present one and 
your correction thereof. 

Tour petltioler has no intention of re- 
j pudlatlng or shirking bis engagement ns 
i specified In the before mentioned agree- 
! nicnt-petition. but does (bjMt to being 
j charged for the boulevnrding of the park. 

| The commissioners have the power to re- 
i commend this work and may have don«* 

| so. but the cost of the work and main , 
tsnance thereof has. by a recent law. to 
be paid out of the general revenue. 

As to the demand of one month's 
notice instead of three to pay the assess¬ 
ment. It is dead—it is hot In accord with 
the agreement-petition. 

Your petitioner therefore humbly prays 
that your honorable body will cause the 
bill to be made out in accordance with 
the hereinbefore recited agreement-peti¬ 
tion, pr petition-agreement.

The following article, accompanied by 
the appended letter, has been forward¬ 
ed to the Times with a request that It 
should be published. The article ap¬ 
peared in a late issue of the “Queen s 
Quarterly,” the magazine of the 
Queen’s University, Kingston, and is 
from the pen of Mr. John S. Ewart. 

K. C.. of Ottawa. It Is entitled “A 
Perplexed Imperialist,’' and was writ¬ 
ten in reply to an article which recently 
appeared In the London Daily Mail by 
Professor Stephen Leacock, of McGill: 

Mr. Ewart dismisses Mr. Leacock’s 
“pleasantries’' as mere personalities 
and then proceeds to discuss the ques¬ 
tion of Canadian independence In 
these words: 

“Let us consider independence a lit¬ 
tle,“ Professor Leacock says: “Not 
thus our path,” for “we could not sur¬ 
vive a decade." Why should we die 
so soon, he does not say. And inas¬ 
much as In the world there are, and 
always have been, very many nations 
with populations less than six millions 
of an intelligent sort of people, the 
reason Is not very apparent. Let us 
think of two points: (1) To what 
extent are we already independent ? 
and (2) Is it possible (unless some¬ 
body very soon “smites the phor don¬ 
key”) to keep us away from complete 
Independence? 

Political independence is the free¬ 
dom of one state from subordination 
to another. Canadian political history 
is the relation of our rise from com¬ 
plete subordination to almost com¬ 
plete independence. Does anyone re¬ 
gret the elevation? 

Does anyone yearn for the days 
when our affairs were managed from 
Downing street? when our taxes were 
Imposed by Imperial officials? when 
the net profit of post office facilities 
(exceeding sometimes £15,000 a year) 
were remitted to London? 

For more than half our colonial 
lifetime our trade and commerce and 
manufactures were regulated and 
thwarted Itnpcrlal legislation. 

Does anyone propose that our freedom 
from such subordination should he sur¬ 
rendered? 

Until 1849 our tariffs respected the 
traditional right of the British manu¬ 
facturer to exploit the colonial mar¬ 
kets. Since that date, and more par¬ 
ticularly sjnee 1879, we have had more 
regard for the Canadian than the Brit¬ 
ish manufacturer, and our fiscal In¬ 
dependence Is now established and ad¬ 
mitted. Is the loss of our former sub¬ 
ordination deplored? 

Not so long ago all commercial treat¬ 
ies were made for us—without even 
consultation with us. Now. no treaties 
bind Canada unless she agents to 
them; and Canada negotiates for tariff 
concessions as she pleases. Is inde¬ 
pendence In that respect regretted? 

Formerly our governor ordered out 
our militia, and did with them as fce 
thought right. Now the militia are un¬ 
der our own control—although It is not 
always easy to convince governors or 
British officers who happen to be fn 
our service of that fact. Ought we to 
return to military subordination? 

Until 1842 the administration of our 
government was largefy In the hands 
of our governors and their appointees; 
and since then we have had occasional 
tiffs with their excellencies upon that 
point. Upon the whole, however, they 
have ceased to try to govern us, and 
now our own men administer the af¬ 
fairs of our country. Is administrative 
Independence to be given up? 

There survive, no doubt, theories of 
the subordination of our parliament to 
the parliament of the United Kingdom; 
of the subordination of our executive 
to Downing street; of the supremacy

should be relieved from contribution j 
to British wars, which in the past have 
cost us heavily. We should gain In 
Belf respect. We should be free from 
the colonial status which “impairs the 
mental vigor and narrows the outlook." 
And we should realise more clearly our i 
defeneelessness, and take some serious 
steps to Improve our fighting condition. 

Our neglect In this respect has been 
due to our fancied security. Does not 
the British navy defend us? Every 
now and then we wfere made aware 
that the British navy did nothing of 
the sort; but our discllna.tion to 
spend money, soon sent us back to the 
British navy Idea. Were we legally In¬ 
dependent, w’e should have to face In¬ 
stead of dodging It; we should have 
to formulate our policy and live up to 
It; and our policy might be (who can 
tell) that In exchange for the use of 
the British navy now and then, we 
should agree to some scheme of mu¬ 
tual defence. I say nothing ns to 
what we should do with our Indepen¬ 
dence. The present point 1 h: Shall we 
do us we wish? 

The British Empire is lacking In the 
most essential characteristics of an 
Empire—not only is there no central 
control of Its forces, but there fs no 
agreement among the “Slater-nations"' 
as to what is to be done In case of 
war. Canada will never put hfcr forces 
beyond her own control. If they are 
to be used In Imperial wars, 1$ will be 
because she so decrees. Canada Is to¬ 
day independent (that Is, she may do 
ns she likes) with reference to Brit¬ 
ish wars. Does anyone wtsh It other¬ 
wise? Her obligations must come. If 
at all, by agreement—by alliance be¬ 
tween sister nations. Canada's Inde¬ 
pendence (her right to do as she likes) 
In this respect, too, must be recognized. 

But Professor Leacock would say: 

“If this be our polley and plan, let 
us complete our teaching to our 1 chil¬ 
dren. Let us Inscribe It upon the walls 
of our schools, let us write it In brass 
upon our temples that for the navy 
which made us and defends us, we 
pay not a single peiyny, we spare not a 
solitary man. Let us add to it, also, 
that the lesson may bear fruit, this 
‘shelter theory’ of Canada now rampant 
In our day; that Canada by some rea¬ 
son of Its remoteness from European 
Bin and Its proximity to American re¬ 
publicanism. Is sheltered from that flail 
of war with which God trlbulates the 
other people of the world, sheltered by 
the Monroe Doctrine, by President 
Roosevelt and hJs battleships, sheltered 
I know not how, but sheltered some¬ 
how so that we may forget the lean, 
eager patriotism and sacrifice of a 
people bred for war, and ply In peace 
the little craft of gain and greed." 

What a curious Jumbled Where does 
the professor get the idea that the 
British navy “made us.” Our growth 
has been rapid In proportion to- the ex¬ 
tent to which we have ousted Downing 
street, and then permitted to manage 
our own affairs. The navy has had no 
share In the making of us. And If the 
suggestion intended Is that tho British 
navy took Canada from France, the 
professor is very much mistaken. Otir 
forefathers who used to live In tho Am¬ 
erican colonies had much to do with 
that. The British army, too, had some 
share In it. but should we still pay 
tribute to the British army? 

In what sense does the British navy 
defend us? ‘Twice only in the history 
of British North America has the Brit¬ 
ish navy taken any part for us or 
against us; and on both occasions ft 
was against us—siding once. Illegally, 
with the French against the Newfound¬ 
landers, and siding again with the 
Americans against the British Colum¬ 
bia sealers. 

“Defend us!" When and where? Not 
In the time of peace. And not in any 
wnr that we were in the slightest de¬ 
gree responsible for. 

We have never had a war, although 
we have fought several (Including two 
In Canada) which the United Kingdom 
got itself Into. We have had indeed 
variqus quarrels with the United States, 
but the British navy never helped us 
in one of them—British diplomacy al¬ 
ways settled them for us, and usually 
by Die easy process of concession of 
our rights. 

“We pay not a single penny" for the 
British navy! Certainly not. Why 
should we? We get no abuse for fail¬ 
ure to subscribe to the British army.

A per¬ 
usal of his article will show that much 
| and the Issue now raised by that gen¬ 
tleman and those who think like him. Is 
whether or not we shall s&ver our con¬ 
nection with tfce Empire altogether. 

As a Britisher by birth and a resi¬ 
dent Canadian for 21 years, perhaps I 
may be permitted to offer some obser¬ 
vations respecting the probability of 
this misfortune befalling us and the 
people of Britain. There can hardly be 
any doubt that public opinion In Can¬ 
ada, at present, Is favorable to closer 
trade relations within the Empire, and 
that most of our political leaders are 
willing to be guided by popular opin¬ 
ion when it is very strongly expressed. 
Does this opinion have for its founda¬ 
tion business considerations or senti¬ 
ment* of loyalty? I have no hesitation 
in affirming that both are responsible 
for it. and that with the great majority 
of people, loyalty to country or Empire 
is greater or less in proportion to the 
material and moral advantages enjoyed 
under the flag. 

If this be true, and In Canada hardly 
anyone will deny |j. we may expect that 
the future political relations of this 
country will be developed by whatever 
business opportunities are placed In our 
reach. 

The great mass of the people of Can¬ 
ada have ft*>t been troubling themselves 
greatly about t! Is political future. Like 
the British public, we have been drift¬ 
ing along—toward greater Independ¬ 
ence and separation. But let some of 
the thinkers and unsentimental persons 
like Mr. Ewart, urge the acceptance 
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la thia Improbable? Now, to an ob¬ 
server. it Is Just what will probably 
happen unleaa rloaer trade relations are 
established within the Empire. Re¬ 
member. our population Is not drawn 
from Britain alone. Neat to the United 
States It ie the most cosmopolitan un¬ 
der the sun. Sixteen years a gn one of 
the great Canadian political parties, 
then In oppoeitlon. was advocating 
"unrestricted reciprocity or commercial 
union" with the United States. That 
party was defeated at the succeeding 
general election, but by not much of a 
majority. Considering that the United 
States had made no advancee. the diffi¬ 
culty ns defeating a government In 
Canada, the preetlge and popularity of 
the Premier (the late Sir John A. Mac¬ 
donald). and the extremely grave lesue 
at stake, the wonder, to the aentlment- 
allet who bellevee the "bonds of oentl- !

An application for entry or inspection 
made personally at any Sub-Agent's office 
may be wired to the local agent by the 
Sub-Agent, at the expense of the appli¬ 
cant, and If the land applied for is vacant 
on receipt of the telegram such applica¬ 
tion Is to have priority and the land will 
be held until the necessary papers to com¬ 
plete the transaction are received by mail. 

In case of "personation” the entry will 
be summarily cancelled and the applicant 
will forfeit all priority of claim. 

An application for Inspection must be 
made in person. The applicant must be 
eligible for homestead entry, and only one 
application for inspection will be received 
from an individual until that application 
has been disposed of. 

A homesteader whose entry la In good 
standing, and not liable to cancellation, 
may. subject to approval of Department, 
relinquish It In favor of father, mother, 
son, daughter, brother or sister. If eligi¬ 
ble. but to no one else, on tiling declara¬ 
tion of abandonment. 

Where an entry is summarily cancelled, 
or voluntarily abandoned, subsequent to 
Institution of cancellation proceedings, 
the applicant for inspection will be en¬ 
titled to prior right of entry. 

Applicants for Inspection must state In 
what particulars the homesteader Is In 
default, and \t subsequently the state¬ 
ment is found to be incorrect In material 
particulars, the applicant will lose any 
prior right of re-entry, should the land 
become vacant, or If entry has been

CITY GARBAGE 
GIVES TROUBLE 

COMPLAINTS COME IN 

TROM ALL QUARTERS 

Aid. Hanna's Proposal to Do 
Scavenging by Municipality 
Rejected 


The question of disponing of the gar¬ 
bage of the city is still a vexed one. 
Complaints are coming from all quar¬ 
ters now, anu are not confined to the 
James Bay flats alone. Aid. Hanna 
last night pressed for the city taking 
over the whole business, but the coun¬ 
cil. while approving of the principle in¬ 
volved. did not deem it wise to take 
the step at present, resting satisfied 
with a declaration in favor of the 
principle much to the disgust of Aid. 
Hanna. 

The provincial secretary wrote rela¬ 
tive to the dumping of garbage on the 
James Bay flats, complaining that the 
nu’sance had not been entirely stopped. 
The letter was as follows: 

The City Clerk, Victoria, B. C.J 

Sir:—On the 23rd July. 1907. I was In re¬ 
ceipt of a letter from His Worship the 
Mayor as follows. “The council has for 
Home time been arranging measures for 
an abatement of the nuisance, and falling 
an incinerator, the money for which was 
voted down by the citizens a short time 
ngo, it Is now the Intention of the council 
to temporarily arrange for the carrying 
out to sea of all noxious garbage, and 
tenders are being called for the same." 

I am also In receipt of your letter of 
November 26th. and tt Is pleasing to hear 
that orders are to be given to discontinue 
i using these grounds as a “dumping 
ground.” Following your letter Dr. Fagan. 

I secretary of the provincial board of 
health, was instructed to make an In¬ 
spection. and I regret to state that his 
report under date of the 28th Instant, 
shows that orders for tho discontinuance 
of this practice are not being carried Into 
effect. During his visit on the 28th In¬ 
stant two dump carts were on th** grounds 
loaded with fllth from Chinatown. 

I am also In receipt of complaints from 
citizens on this matter, and I again beg 
to point out that the present conditions 
are unsanitary, a menace to the commun¬ 
ity and should be Immediately remedied. 

I. would be pleased to hear what the re¬ 
sults have been In reference to tenders 
for carrying out to sea all noxious garb¬ 
age, which were called for. as intimated 
by His Worship the Mayor In July laat. I 
Has the disposal of any portion of the 
garbage been arranged for In this man¬ 
ner? Also, I wculd like to know what 
steps are being taken to effectually pre¬ 
vent In future the dumping of garbage on 
the fiats, as intimated In your letter of 
the 26th Instant. 

I beg to request that the city authorities 
Insist on their orders being ctunplied with 
In preventing this nulii*nee,vand adopt 
effective measures to remedy the present 
condition of the ground.

His Worship said that a report was 
to have been received from Dr. Robert¬ 
son, but had not been forthcoming. 

Aid. Vincent wanted to know If the 
regulation was being lived up to. 

Aid. Henderson thought the govern¬ 
ment should be notified that the gar¬ 
bage was being carried out to sea. 

His Worship said that he thought 
that an erroneous idea had got abroad 
over two loads of rubbish. This was 
from Chinatown, and was dumped on 
the flats In order to be burned. The 
burning took place. 

Aid. Fell called attention to com¬ 
plaints from residents on Dallas road. 

His Worship said dumping there was 
also contrary to regulations. 

Aid. Hanna said It was really a^ne-

eosslly for the city taking over the 
handling of all garbage. 

AM. GMoebn thoufgit the police 
should look after it. 

Aid. Fell said garbage was dumped 
next to the C . P. R. wharves. 

His Worship explained the dumping 
on Dallas road from the fact that two 
loads were taken down when the scow 
waa full. Tho scow could not go out 
to sea owing to the rough weather*and 
the person took the garbage to a place 
where it would not be seen readily. He 
did not know who the man was who 
violated the rules. The Scow was or¬ 
dered to go out more frequently in fu¬ 
ture. 

It was decided to acquaint the pro¬ 
vincial secretary that the nuisance 
complained of was not being allowed. 

At the meeting a letter was read 
from H. Ertner, as follows: 

“1 hereby protest against the meas¬ 
ures now being taken with the dump¬ 
ing of fllth on Dallas road. Ross bay. 

It seems that the scene of trouble Is 
simply being removed to become a 
further nuisance. But the Ross bay 
Inhabitants will not tolerate such on 
action. The signatures will be for¬ 
warded at a later date. The garbage 
Is now being dumped on the very 
place where children are continually 
at play and visitors picnic. It is not 
bad enough to have the stench In tj*p 
centre of the city, but It is now to be 
surrounded with it. Trusting this will 
draw your Immediate attention." 

Aid. Fell thought the regulations 
should be lived up to. 

.His Worship thought a misunder¬ 
standing existed. The city was not 
opening a dumping ground there. 

Later In the meeting Aid. Hanna's 
resolution to have the scavenging for 
the city other than that of merchants' 
scavenging done by the city, was again 
Introduced. He .thought this was a 
good time to pass such a by-law, and 
be prepared to carry It out. 

Aid. Fullerton thought there was no¬ 
thing to be gained by passing this un¬ 
til the question .of an incinerator was 
considered. 

Aid. Hall thought an Incinerator was 
the first thing necessary. Until that 
was settled It might not be wise to go 
further. The streets committee had 
fully considered this. It was found that 
j $7,000 expenditure would be required. 
The principle might be adopted and 
recohrtnended to the Incoming council. 
He was In favor of the principle, but It 
could not be carried out Just now. 

Aid. Henderson said he would like to 
know if the council,had the power to 
take this over and prohibit Chinamen, 
for instance, from carrying on scaveng¬ 
ing work. 

Aid. Vincent thought it would be 
difficult to get the labor to carry this 
out even If the city were given the 
power. 

Aid. Hanna wanted to know If the 
council would “have made It stick" had 
they simply approved of the principle I 
of temperance and referred It back to 
the Citizens' League when the liquor 
by-laws came up. (Laughter.^ He was | 
ashamed of full grown men “-creeping" . 
as those members of the council did. 
He believed In standing by a principle. 

It was asked where the garbage could 
be put until an Incinerator was es¬ 
tablished. Where was It put now? It 
could be handled as It now was. 

A motion to recommend the principle 
to the Incoming council carried, only j 
Aid. Hanna and Aid. Ross voting 1 
against it.
